Korea Reds To Face 


Relmaf\ Morin, a veteran of 
many special AP assignments 
for the Associated Press and 
correspondent in two wars, has 
just returned from four months 
in Japan and Korea.

NEW YORK (AP)—A clear- 
cut military victory 
out of 
sheer lack of numbers, but the 
net results of a heart-breaking 
campaign are better than they 
appear. 

Perhaps they are more ap- 
parent on the other side of the 
Pacific than on this side. 

Out there, morale of United 
Nations troops is good. In neither 
Korea nor Japan is there any 
pessimism or despair. 

The soldiers are simply mad 
They had won their victory. And 
then, in late November it was 
snatched away, not by better men 
with. better weapons or better 
leadership, but simply with 
greater numbers. 

Today the only prospect is for 
a slow, grinding retreat down the 
length of Korea. Possibly the 
allies may ~ be driven” off the 
peninsula entirely. That depends 
on how many of their best 
divisions the Chinese Reds are 
prepared to spend. The cost cf 
such a. campaign to. the Chinese 
would be enormous, but pdtitical 
and military observers generally 
believe Peiping will pay it 


Blockade, Bombings 


At the moment, the United 
Nations cannot furnish the neces 
sary divisions to counterbalance 
Chinese and Korean numbers.

OTTAWA (BUP) The fed- 
}eral cabinet will hold an extra- 
| ordinary year-end meeting 
Thursday to discuss Red-China’s 
rejection of the United Nations’ 
appeal for a cease-fire in Korea, 
It also was reported that the 
cabinet may raise the armed 
| forces’ manpower ceiling by 
| 31,000 men, and fix a date for 
| the opening of the 1951 session 
| of Parliament late in January. 
Affairs Minister 
B. Pearson planned to 
report to his cabinet colleagues 
on last Saturday’s refusal by 
the Chinese Reds to agree to a 
cease-fire in Korea. 


Pearson so. far has declined 
to comment on the Chinese re- 
jection of the U.N. plea, but 
said he had discussed the new 
development by telephone with 
other members of the U.N. com- 
mission. He was expected to 
relay the gist of these talks to 
the administration. 


The cabinet also was expected 
to discuss Red China’s warning 
that United Nations’ troops will 
be driven from Koréa and For- 
mosa if they are not withdrawn,

Commentator Sees War Nerves 
No Help In Red Korean Crisis

HE atmosphere in Washington could 
not possibly be worse for finding a 

sensible solution to the Korean crisis 

From the outside, it appeared that 
President Truman and Prime Minister 
Attlee of Great Britain were in agree- 
ment on main principles They were 
covering not only the military collapse in 
Korea. They were also trying to solve 
a broad range of politica] and economic 
questions ‘that related to the two 
countries, and to the whole of Europe 
as well. Matters which the two heads of 
state could not resolve themselves were 
being given to teams of experts for ad- 
vice, with every assurance of mate 
solution. 
NOT ASSURING 


By contrast, the scene in the United 
States Senate was anything but assuring. 
The Senate is supposed to be the calm 
deliberative branch of the U.S. Congress 
Yet’ its members revealed a bad case 
of jitters that amounted almost to panic

Irving M. Ives, always in the 
past one of the calmest and sanest of 
the Republican senators, gave in to 
public clamor and announced he would 
introduce a resolution demanding the 
resignation of Secretary of 6tate Dean 
Acheson.

W HEN a citizen. reads in a newspaper 

that his motherland is in the grip 
of a “freeze-up” he may, if he is a bit of a 
pedant, pause to speculate upon the con- 
version of a once respectable preposi- 
tion into a slightly equivocal symbo] of 
extremist tendencies. 

We must all face up to the fact that 
“up” is getting above itself. In the world 
of action it has got itself lined up with 
the tougher set among the verbs; to 
shoot up and to beat up involve more 
violence and (curiously enough) less 
accuracy than the verbs did before they 
were thus spanielled. 

DUBIOUS AURA 

A dubious aura of trickery clings to 
“up” when it is not c&nnoting the more 
indiscriminate forms of brutality. When 
we say that we shall have to think up 
an answer to an awkward question, we 
strongly suggest that it may be-a rather 
disingenuous answer; if we) had pro- 
posed. to exercise our reasoriing processes 
in an honest and conscientious manner 


“we should have Said that we were going 


to’ think the answer out, not up. 

Similarly, to lie up is really to lie 
down for an ulterior purpose, generally 
that of evasion; and to cook up implies 
some aspect of the art of forgery. 

To dress up is a sign of either ostenta- 
tion or frivolity, and, since people rarely 
dress up without dressing up as some- 
thing different—often very different— 


from their workaday selves, we catch 
once more, in the hint of dissimulation 
and disguise, those undertones of sharp 
practice which so often accompany this 
parasitic preposition. 

To write up is not to exercise the 
literary art at its highest or its purest 
level; unlike writing on, or of, or about, 
ic implies that exaggeration, quite pos- 
sibly tinged with sycophancy, will be 
employed by the scribe. A showdown is 
a manly, forthright thing to have with 
your enemy; but to show him up, though 
the expose may have far more decisive 
results, is generally more credit to your 
cunning than your courage. 

A man who cracks under a strain is 
entitled to sympathy; but he who in 
similar circumstances is said to crack up 
has suffered a humiliating and discredit- 
able collapse. (If he is cracked up to be 
something you may be sure that it is 
something which—events reveal—he is 
not.) 


STABILITY QUESTIONED 


Bolsters are solid; comforting objects, 
but when we hear that some person or 
thirig is being bolstered up we immedi- 
ately conclude that their- stability is 
precarious if not actually doomed. 

Up, in short, seems somehow to have 
acquired, and to be continually, increas- 
ing, a saturnine and corrupting influ- 
ence from which the other prepositions 
are immune.
